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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Upon reconsideration, the prior art reference to 
Tsutsumi et al does suggest the inclusion of polyether imide resins in the patented compositions. See col. 16, lines 52-63. Applicant's 
claim language does not preclude the inclusion of polyimide resins in the present compositions. Applicant's compositions may include as 
little as 1 wt % of polyether imide resin. Tsutsumi et al is considered to suggest all components of applicant's compositions. The ordinary 
practitioner in this art would have found it obvious to combine these components at the suggested weight ratios. Since a component and 
its functions can not be separated, the heat deflection temperature and linear expansion coefficint of applicant's claims would have been 
inherently obtained by following the suggestions of the prior art reference{s).
